An association of Northern capitalists, formerly

THE ORATOR OF THE DAY,

With a 
dignity of manner not often surpassed among ora- 
tors of paler hue, he rose and commenced his im- 
provised speech by relating an anecdote illustra- 
tive of his own position at the time, as a black 
man addressing black men, which, he said, was 
like that of the Pennsylvania Dutchman at an 
agricultural convention when the subject of swine 
was under discussion. ‘‘Mine frents,’’ said he, 
“I shall say someding vary goot on dis supject. 
I knows more apoot it as all on ye, for I was raised 
among de hogs.’’ Thus, as they say among act- 
ors, he gained the audience by putting them in 
good humor, and fixed their attention to the gra- 
ver matter he was about to offer.

They have abundant 
means to carry out these plans, whatever may be 
their magnitude. The company, a year or two 
since, made Col. Thomas G. Ferreby, formerly of 
the 26th Iowa Regiment, their agent and superin- 
tendent of these plantations. 

This gentleman was highly distinguished for 
his military skill, his active energy and indomita- 
ble courage, during the rebellion; and, being in 
many hard-fought battles, received many serious 
wounds, four of which occurred in one engage- 
ment; one of these caused a loss of the larger por- 
tion of his lower jaw, the teeth and shattered 
bones of which were mostly removed by his own 
hand before the arrival of the surgeon. This loss, 
one would suppose, must greatly disfigure his 
face; so, indeed, it would, had not a wonderful 
degree of mechanical and surgical skill been ex- 
ercised in artificially supplying the parts removed. 
This gentleman is now distinguishing himself by 


his judicious and successful (though unaided) fore 


management of these plantations, and the many 
hundreds of freedmen employed thereon, as muc 
as he did by his brave military achievements in 
the battle-field; and now, 
turned into a pruning-hook, or rather a cotton-hoe, 
he uses it as skillfully in the latter form as in ,the 
former. He has never been assisted by the freed- | 
men’s bureau (who have their agents and office 
here, as elsewhere,) either in securing his labor- 
ers or in regulating his contracts with them. Nor 
has the bureau ever had occasion to interfere in 
the course he pursues, or to enforce the fulfillment 
of his contracts, though this is often required 
when an old slave-holder is a contracting party. 

Col. Ferreby treats his laborers as Northern 
farmers treat their h'red men; that is, like citizens 

and equals, at least so far as legal rights are con- 
cerned; paying them all they promise, and faith- 
fully fulfilling all terms of agreement. This 
course makes their labor more cheerfully given, 
and vastly more remunerative, as we shall see 
when other pleasant facts are stated and other 
scenes described. The docility of these former 
slaves, and their readiness to yield to the reasona- 
ble requirements of a reasonable master or em- 
ployer, was fully illustrated by an occurrence on 
the fourth of July last. As slaves, this people had 
ever been allowed to celebrate this national holi- 
day in their own way, and with entire exemption 
from labor. But, on this last fourth, it happened 
that the cotton-fields required immediate hoeing 
—the grass and weeds having obtained a decided 
start of the cotton-plants. ‘To overcome this, the 
colonel knew, would require less time and labor 
then than after even a single day's delay. He ex- 
plained this to the assembled hands, and asked if 
they were willing to work on that day as usual; 
telling them at the same time if they would do so 
that, after the last hoeing and betore the picking 
commenced, he would give them a far better holi- 
day and entertainment than they could then have 
without previous preparation. The proposition 
was accepted; the weeds were subdued, and the 
cotton-plants vigorously resumed their checked 
growth, and now exhibit the most cheering pros- 
pects of a heavy crop. Now comes their reward 
for their ready compliance and willingness to fore- 
go one of the loved customs of their race. 

THE ““SUBILER.” 

At an expense of several hundred dollars, Col. 
Ferreby prepares an entertainment for all the la- 
borers and their families on the four plantations, 
numbering in all about 600. Four tables, from 
70 to 8d feet in length, are spread ina pine-grove, 
one of whose tallest standing trees is trimmed 
into a lofty flag-staff, from which floats the star- 
spangled banner, now more than ever the pure 
emblem of universal freedom. These tables are 
bountifully loaded with substantial viands, care- 
fully cooked at a neighboring bakery, consisting 
of roast pigs, roast beef, roasted and boiled hams, 
the nicest of wheaten loaves from the baker, a 
vast variety of cakes and crackers, with the prop- 
er accompaniment of cheese; and at each plate is 
found a tumbler filled with confectionary of all 
colors and flavors. For beverage, there is an 
abundant supply of ice-water, that chiefest of all 
luxuries in this hot climate at this hot season. I 
was designed to tincture this pure drink with 
lemon-juice and sugar, but not a lemon could be 
found on the island or in its vicinity:

Col. Ferreby next took the stand and briefly 
but encouragingly addressed his laborers, thank- 
ing them for their industry and attention to the 
work assigned them, and then distributed to some 
of the young men tricolored rosettes to distinguish 
|them as managers of the terpsichorean festivi- 
ities of the evening. This done, all were invited 
| to partake of the repast so luxuriously spread be- 
them.

Itspoke volumes in favor 
of those whose chains had been so recently un- 
shackelled, and proved beyond doubt their re-

A “sHovUT.”’ 

The feast being thus happily terminated, the 
assembly lett the grove and repaired to the large 
gin-house in the center of their nicely white- 
washed cabin-homes. Thié was not a “‘gin-house” 
or “‘palace,’”’ in the London sense, but a large 
building in which the cotton is ginned, sorted and 
bagged. Here the sable crowd soon commenced 
one of their favorite practices called ‘‘shouts,’’ in 
which they join hands and form a circle, always 
moving to the right. A leader in the center be- 
gins a sort of musical incantation without much 
rhythm in the words, but more in the motions, 
all of which are performed in exact time. The 
multitude, or chorus, then respond after the fugue 
style, commencing their routine of words just be- 
fore the leader finishes his, and this in constant 
repetition They sometimes disjoin hands, stop 
the march or dance, and then use feet, head and 
hands in keeping time in contrepoints, I think it is 
called—a sort of keeping tine just out of time— 
a difficult feat to the unpractised. This is amus- 
ing to a novel observer, and has a peculiar effect 
when periormed with precision. Though this is 
usually practised as a sort of religious ceremony 
like the dances of the Shakers, it is easily con- 
vertible into an amusement, as was done in the 
present instance; for, by-and-bye, the leader (a 
,male) by some concerted signal called a female 
‘to the center with him; then after a prolonged 
use of the handkerchief in removing saliva, per- 
spiration and other obstructions, a labial sound is 
heard, resembling that of a sudden inhalation of 
air from some soft surface in close proximity. 

A REUNION. 

While these scenes are going on in the gin- 
house, another of a different character transpires 
in the plantation-home of our worthy entertainer. 
Those long, black alpacca riding-dresses have 
been substituted by gossamer robes of purest 
white; fair hands have been ungloved, and now, 
instead of flourishing the whip, they gracefully 
flirt the fan.

“The band has come!” is now the cry; and all 
parties again repair to the gin-house, where, on 
an elevated platform, appeared a colored quad- 
rille-band of eight pieces; and, after the necessary 
thumbing, snapping and tuning, they struck up a 
brisk and lively air, to the great delight of all 
listeners, especially the colored ones, who soon 
began t# caper nimbly on the dark, elastic toe, 
accentuating the motion by the audible contact of 
the heel and floor. The music, though really 
quite good, was not the kind they were accus- 
tomed to, and the cotillons and quadrilles seemed 
a little too mazy for their inexperienced feet, and 
the dancing rather lagged. Another reason for 
this evident want of spirit in the dancing scene, 
expected to be the gayest of all, was the religious 
character of the people, whose church-rules, per- 
haps, prohibited dancing as a sinful amusement. 
Col. F. alluded to the prevalence of a strong re- 
ligious sentiment among them while distributing 
the rosettes to the floor-managers. At that time 
he remarked that on one plantation there were 
no dancers, for all were church-members. The 
fourth badge, therefore, was not given out. The 
writer did not stay long at the dance, but it after- 
wards occurred to him that perhaps they felt a 
little diffidence in dancing unpractised figures be- 
fore so many white spectators, and if so, after 
our retirement they may have awakened a little 
more enthusiasm and given freer scope to their 
natural love of mirth and music. ; 

In conclusion, allow me to say that all I saw, 
heard and observed during several hours of close 
intimacy and careful observation, left a very fa- 
vorable impression, and went far to convince me 
that these quondam slaves are not so degraded gs 
is often supposed; that they appreciate and prac- 
tise many of the virtues deemed essential to a 
moral and Christian life. They are grateful for 
favors and warm-hearted in their friendships, and 
have ambition enough to covet the good opinion 
of those above them. Iam inclined to believe, 
however, that Col. F., by some mean? has gath- 
ered around him an exceptional and more highly 
favored set than is usually found on plantations; 
or that, under his administration, they have made 
unusual progress in civilization. Let us-hope, 
then, that others may Le fourd ready to imitate 
his kind treatment of this unfortunate race, and 
thus aid in rendering them useful and respectable 
citizens.

pleasure (7?) of witnessing a similar sight. About 
the time of my arrival a great well was ‘‘struck” 
which threw up gas and oil, at the rate of a barre! 
in two minutes, tor several hours, saturating the 
earth and filling the run. Ina single instant, in 
consequence of the breaking of a lantern in the 
hands ofa workman, the entire surface was ablaze, 
while at the well, which continued to flow, a col- 
umn five inches in diameter and thirty feet high, 
spurted forth new and apparently inexhaustible 
supplies of fuel. The fire made the dark night glo- 
rious, and-all night long itraged with uncontrolla- 
ble fury. It were as easy to describe Niagara as to 
give an adequate idea of the scene we witnessed 
while barrels and great tanks were exploding and 
| the run was ariver of flame. The fire continued for 
‘about twenty-four hours, and was finally extin- 
| guished by the persevering efforts of a large num- 
|ber of men who shovelled a rampert. of earth 
about it driving it further and further towards the 
still-flowing well, until at length the aperture was 
filled. The well was shortly after cleaned, and is 
now producing large quantities of pure oil daily, 
which flows to the surface in a continuous and ap- 
parently inexhaustible stream. 

To one who has never before visited the ‘Oil 
Regions” they present many attractions. Phe- 
nomena of nature are there presented which can 
be seen nowhere else. We cannot resist the im- 
pression as we see the oil flowing, with a pulse- 
like motion, from the pipes, alternating with jets 
of pure illuminating gas, that we are probing the 
mysteries of the earth’s center: and at Burning 
Springs, within the radius of half a mile, all the 
wonders connected with the production of oil 
may be fully examined. 

Ina second letter I shall be pleased to give you 
some information connected with the oil product, 
and the prospects of this young State. I canadd 
that capital and labor are very much needed here, 
and that as soon as the wonderful resources of 
Western Virginia become known capital and la- 
bor will unite in disembowelling these mountains 
and making their only partially-hidden wealth a 
part of the world’s riches.

um of the oil trade of the State, as the oil-produ- 
cing wells are all situated withia less than forty 
miles of this point. 

To the production of oil in this vicinity Par- 
kersburg owes its present prosperity. From the 
profits of the oil trade new buildings are being 
erected, streets are being graded, and other im- 
provements are rapidly being made; the levee is 
encumbered with barrels, the air is redolent of pe- 
troleum. In the conversation heard at the princi- 
pal hotels, even before election, oil took prece- 
dence of politics, and more bets were made on the 
daily production of wells than on the chances of 
opposing candidates. But this state of things may 
be explained by the fact that a large majority of 
the operators here are not citizens of this State, 
and care very little tor its political character or 
position. They are shrewd, industrious, energetic 
men, who came here to seek their fortunes, with 
the intention of returning to their homes in other 
States as soon as their fortunes are made. 

Political feeling among the natives is more than 
sufficiently strong. The wounds caused by the 
civil war have not yet been healed. The radicals 
have lately carried an election by about ten thou-

| The constitution of this State and the laws passed 
| under it exclude from the ballot all who partici- 
pated in the rebellion; consequently very large 
/ numbers of respectable and wealthy citizens were

The rest of the number is, as usual, excellent, and 
the November number has a good paper on ‘‘The 
Light of Comets,’’ by Professor Webb; a valu- 
able paper on ‘* Iron and Steel in Ships and 
Bridges,’ with other interesting matter.

| It is impossible to deny the fact—one of the 
| “funny men” of literature has obtained access to 
ithe Zimes, and made his first appearance in its 
/columns as areviewer. Since the death of Mr. 
Samuel Phillsps the reviews in the 7imes, save in 

special instances, such as the brilliant notice of 
| Mr. Kinglake’s “Invasion of the Crimea,’’ have 
| been more or less grave, ponderous and unread- 
lable; but since Mr. Phillips wagged his cap and 
| bells over “In Memoriam,” for which he was so 
| promptly and mercilessly extinguished by Mr.

THE POWER AND DUTY OF CONGRESS. 


MR. SUMNER’S POLICY ENDORSED! 





The Republicans have more than a two-thirds- 
vote in each house of the existing Congress, and 
by the late elections they have secured the same 
power in the next Congress, if limited to the 
States now represented. Going before the coun- 
try upon a platform of Southern restoration, re- 
quiring certain conditions precedent of the exclu- 
ded States as the price of their reidmission into 
Congress, this dominant party and its policy have 
been endorsed in all the State elections which have 
since occurred from Maine to Oregon. Thus, 
with an emphasis which admits of no pettifogging 
or misconstruction, the power and the propriety 
of exacting securities for the future as the price 
of the restoration of the Jately insurgent States 
have been reiiffirmed by the Union States of the 
war. 

The Congress thus endorsed in a substantial re- 
election upon the test of the pending constitution- 
al amendment, may say to the excluded States 
this is our ultimatum, accept it and resume your 
places in the government, or reject it and stay 
out. But after all, a leading idea of the people of 
the North is the speediest possible restoration of 
the outside States on a solid compact of reunion. 
The true interpretation of the recent elections is 
this—that the victorious Union party of the war 
not only approves the course of its representa- 
tives in Congress in demanding of the defeated 
party of the rebellion securities for the future, 
but authorizes Congress to enforce its conditions 
by such measures of legislation, under the war 
power, as may be deemed necessary to the end 
proposed. Thus Congress, in a general law, may 
set aside all the work of reconstruction done by Mr. 
Johnson as President, and may provide, first, for the 
uppointment of a military Governor over each of the ex- 
cd uded States, and, next, for the election of Legislatures 
and regular Governors therein, under such restrictions 
or extensions of the rights of suffrage as the two houses 

: may think fit to impose. 

Some such course as this has now, we contend, 
become the duty of Congress, in view of ‘the 
general welfare’ and the “blessings of liberty to 
ourselves and our posterity,’’? inasmuch as it is 
manifest that the excluded States, as now organ- 
ized, will not, if left to themselves, ratify the 
pending amendment for years to come, and be- 
cause it is evident, too, that those States, as now 
organized, instead of giving strength to the gov- 
ernment, are weakening it and bringing it into 
reproach and subjecting it to the dangers of new 
civil commotions, South and North. In a con- 
tracted party-view of the subject the policy of 
leaving the outside States to the course of ‘‘mas- 
terly inactivity’? may appear the winning game 
in view of their exclusion for the approaching 
Yresidential election. But the Republicans will be 
playing a safer game than this in a bolder hand of 
statesmanship. Wisdom, justice, policy and 
humanity itself call for a prompt settlement of this 
Southern difficulty by Congress, and the respon- 
sible party in this matter will be made stronger 
and not weaker in enforcing a settlement with 
those securities for the fatnre, indicated by the 
potential voice of the North. : 

Call them disabled States, as defined by President 
Johnson, or States reduced to the condition of 
territories, as defined by Senator Summer, the 
fact is the same, that they are States whose places 
and functions as members of the Union were vaca- 
ted in theirrebellion. Itis also a fixed fact that ten 
of them have not been reinstated, and that the 
terms, the time and the mode of their restoration 
rest with Congress, as in the case of a territor 
or a province wrested from a foreign power. Ty 
we look simply to the lands and waters which geograph- 
ically form the State of South Carolina, for instance, 
she has never been out of the Union, but, politically, as 
a State, she was four years out, sighting all that time 
to place her soil in possession of hostile experimental 
government, which she had assisted in setting up. Wer 
surrender with her confederates to the United 
States after a four years’ war involves the power 
on the part of Congress to reconstruct her from 
the beginning, just as the right to pull down in- 
volves the right to rebuild on a new foundation. 

These facts, we say, have been made clear by 
the late elections, and Congress may now begin 
with a new broom and sweep away all the consti- 
tugonal quibbling and pettifogging and executive 
proceedings and limitations by which this business 
of Southern reconstruction has been befogged and 
confused and delayed. We shall expect, there- 
fore, with the reassembling of Congress the exer- 
cise of its war powers as far as necessary in some 
general act or acts of legislation covering all the 
excluded States and bringing them to the simple 
solution of submission to the laws.

A FEW WORDS TO CONGRESS AND THE NATION. 


A LETTER TO THE “ANTI-SLAVERY STANDARD.” 


We hear of compromises to be suggested by 
the President. It is rumored that he is prepared 
to adopt Mr. Grecley’s plan, universal amnesty and 
universal or impartial suffrage. ‘The Democratic 
party, it is said, and the Southern rebels also ac- 
ceptthis. We may be obliged to submit to it now, 
since Treason in the White House and ‘Practical 
Statesmanship”’ (!) in the Capitol have lost us the 
golden opportunity of May, 1865. Such teffms 
are a poor preventive ot future rebellions ;—ie 
precedent thus set, that men may rebel at Rich- 
mond, starve and torture at Andersonville, play 
the brute at Fort Pillow, riot and murder at Mem- 
phis and New Orleans and still laugh at law and 
Justice. 

But with a traitor in the Presidential chair; with 
the dominant party all at sea, without chart or 
pilot, its officers having shut themselves up in the 
cabin, stuffed their ears with cotton and covered 
their eves sevenfold for fear of the lightning and 
the noise; with timed non-combatants for editors 
of our leading journals,—every Republican fort 
“covered constantly with flags of armistice’’— 
what better could we expect?

To the Colofed Men of the Country:—The hour 
has come when we should speak. Our friends 
'as well as our enemies are expecting us to make 
known our wants in our own words. In the days 
of our slavery our cause was presented and ad- | 
vocated in the breathing and burning words of 
those noble and true men who were not ashamed 
to be called abolitionists. But, in the Providence 
of God, a propitious hour has come to us, and 
now we may plead our own cause, without moles- | 
tation or fear. 

On the 10th day of January, 1867, the National | 
Equal Rights’ League will hold its second annual 
meeting, as already announced, in Washington |
